Freehold lhall have been in his adtual Occupation, either by his re- 
hding thereon, or tilling or grazing the fame to the Amount of Forty 
ShillingsYearlyVaiue thereof, at theTimeof his regiftering the lanle, 
purfuant to the Provihons of the faid Adi, and alfo for Six fucceflive 
Calendar Months at the leaft between the Date of fuch Regiftry and 
the Tefte of the Writ for holding the Election, unlefs fuch Freehold 
lhall have come to luch Perfon by Devife, Delcent, Marriage, or 
Marriage Settlement,, and was demiled at the Time it lb came, and

Provided always, and be it further Enadled, That nothing in 
this Acl contained ihall extend, or be conftrued to extend, to pre- 
jg vent any Perfon from voting at any Eledlion for a Member or 
Members to ferve in Parliament, the Telle of the Writ for holdinp- 
which Ihall bear Date before the firfl Day of January One thoufand' 
Eight hundred and Eight; but every Perfon who might by the 
Law in force before the palling of this Adi vote at any fuch Elec- 
tion, Ihall and may vote thereat as fully and freely, to all Intents' 
and Purpofes, as if this Adi had not been made, lubjedl to all and- 
fingular the Claufes, Conditions, Oaths, and Regulations appointed 
and provided by the faid in part recited Adi ; provided he Ihall 
produce to the Returning Officers, if required by him or any 
Eledlor, the Deed, Leafe, Article, or Agreement under which he 
Ihall have regillered fuch Freehold, duly Ramped and executed 
prior to luch RegiRry. 

And be it further Enadled, That nothing in the faid recited 
Adt, or in this or any other Adi contained, Ihall extend, or .be 
conRrued to extend, .to prevent any Perfon from voting by virtue of 
a Freehold of the clear Yearly Value of One hundred Founds, on 
Account of his not having regiRered the fame ; any Thing therein 
contained to the contrary iiotwithRanding. 

And, for the greater Convenience of regiRering Freeholds, BE 
it EnaiRed, That every Adjournment of a Seffions of the Peace, 
and every Adjournment of an Adjournment, ffiall be deemed a 
Seffions of the Peace within the Meaning of the faid Adi and this 
’^9 prefent Adi ; and that any Seffions of the Peace held with or with- 
out^ Adjournment, on the firll Monday in each Month, and ever}- 
Adjournment thereof, Ihall be ,allb deemed a Seffions of the Peace 
within the Meaning of the faid Adis and .this prelent Adi. 
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And be it further Enabled, That if any Clerk of the Peace fhall 
omit or negledt to attend any Seffions of the Peace, or Adjournment 
thereof, by himfelf or a fufficient Deputy, or fhall omit or negled 
to perform any Duty prefcribed to him by the laid A6t or thisjjre- 
fent A61, or any A^ for amending the fame, or regulating in any 
way the Eledlion of Members to ferve in Parliament, and fha-11 be 
duly convicted thereof uj5on-any Indidlment to be preferred for that 
Purpole, he fliall be fined in the Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, and 
imprifoned for any 7’erm not lefs than One Year, and be incapable 
of holding the faid Office or any other Office whatever. 

Bribery. And be it further Enacted, That if any Candidate fhall by him- 
felf, or any Perfon employed or authorized by him, give or agree 
to give to any Agent or Clerk, in refpe^: of the .Eledlion at which 
he is a Candidate, greater or higher Fees, Wages, or Reward at any 
ffich Eledlion than he is or fhall be allowed by Law to give, fuch 
Gift or Agreement fhall be 'and is hereby declared to be an Adi of 
Bribery in fuch Candidate, 

Ferjurv. And be it further Enadled, That if any Perfon, in taking any 20 
Oath or Affirmation hereinbefore appointed or authorized to be 
taken at any Regiflry, or before any Returning Officer-or Officers, 
ffiall thereby commit wilful Perjuiy, and bcthereof convidled, or 
if ai}y Perfon ffiall -unlawfully and corruptly procure or fuborn any 
other Perfon to take any ffich Oath or Affirmation, whereby he or 
fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall commit fuch -wilful Perjury, and ffiall 
be thereof convidled, he or fuch Perfon or Perfons fb offending 
ffiall incur fuch Pains and Penalties as are inflidled by any Adi or 
Adis for the more efFedlual preventing and further Puniffiment of 
Perjury and Subornation of Perjury. 
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
